Several thousand Africans, 
whipped into a fury by the beat 
ing of native drums, took part 
in the demonstration over the 
death of Patrice Lumumba

No American Casualties. 
No Americans were reported 
injured in the melee, which 
police met with clubs and tear 
gas. One Dahe was severely 
mauled before being rescued 
Shouting ‘‘imperialists,’’ the 
mob marched first on the neigh 
boring United States and Bel- 
gian embassies and let loose 
with a rain of rocks, smashing 
windows in both buildings. Some 
rioters then marched on the 
United States Information 
Agency offices, about half a 
mile away, where they also 
hurled stones

from student and youth organi- 
zations and labor whions, tried

Rioters Hold Rally. 

After being driven from the 
embassies, the mob moved on 
to a rally at which it shouted 
approval of resolutions demand- 
ing that the Nigerian govern- 
ment—a member of the British 
Commonwealth—back the Com 
munist-supported rebel Congo re- 
gime of Antoine Gizenga. 

Support was also given to the 
Soviet demand for the ouster of 
U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold and for the with- 
drawal of the Nigerian troops 
and police with the U.N. force 
in The Congo. 

Nigeria, whose 35,000,000 popu- 
lation is Africa’s largest, has 
been hailed by the West as po- 
tentially the most important 
stabilizing force in Africa since 
its peaceful transition from Brit- 
ish rule to independence last 
fall. On gaining freedom, Nigeria 
joined the Commonwealth with 
enthusiasm. 

The  British-trained Nigerian 
civil service is regarded as per- 
haps the most efficient in Africa 
and has been friendly to the 
West. Most of the government 
leaders were educated in British 
schools.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (UPI) 
—West Germany agreed today 
to play a long-term role in 
sharing with the United States 
and other nations the financial 
burdens of aiding underdeveloped 
eountries 

Enlargement of the West Ger- 
man foreign aid program was 


announced after President Ken- | 


nedy and Heinrich von Brentano, 
Foreign Minister of the federal 
republic, met for about an. hour 
with their chief advisers at the 
White House. 

The primary purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss the im- 
balance in international pay- 
ments which has caused a drain 
on American gold. The United 
States has -long wanted prosper- 
ous West Germany to take a 
bigger share of the cost of help- 
ing other nations. 

Prior to today’s meeting, the 
West Germans had agreed to a 
one-year program for 1961 cost- 
ing about one billion dollars. 
Brentano told the President, 
however, that his government 
was now prepared to carry on 
its foreign aid program on a 
continuing basis in future years. 

Dependent on Needs. 

A spokesman for the German 
Foreign Minister said the finan- 
cial level of future German ex- 
penditures to help underdevel- 
oped countries would be roughly 
the same as 1961, dependent on 
needs of the recipient countries 
and the capacity of the Wast 
German government. 

[he spokesman explained that 
no specific figures had been dis- 
cussed. But he said Brentano 
made it clear that the annual 
German contribution would be 
in the area of a billion dollars. 

A joint communique following 
the meeting said, ‘The Presi- 
dent heard with satisfaction that 
the Federal (German) Govern- 
ment will be prepared to provide | 
the necessary means to carry on 
its program for the- underdevel- 
oped countries in future years.’’ 

The communique reaffirmed 
also the belief of both nations 
in further strengthening the 
North Atlantic Alliance, the con- 
tinuing importance of German 
reunification and self-determina- | 
tion as a goal and ‘‘the preserva- 
tion of the freedom of the people 
of West Berlin.” 

‘‘Both governments agreed that 
the persistent imbalance in the 
international payments situation 
calls for concerted and vigorous 
action on the part of the free | 
world,” the joint communique 
said. 

“Unless and until this imbal- 
ance is substantially corrected 
it will continue to impede the 
free world's efforts to provide | 
for the common defense and 
supply the resources needed by 
the less-developed. countries. to 
meet their Jegitimate aspira- | 
tions.”’ 

Further Discussions. 

With this principle as a basis, 
both governments agree to carry | 
forward discussions beginning 
immedfately in Washington on a | 
series of “appropriate meas- 
ures” by which the two. nations 
and their allies can co-ordinate | 
their foreign aid activities.

Dalton said estimates. pre- 
pared by the State Welfare Di- 
vision showed the annual distri- 
bution cost would be $1,934,800, 
or $967,400 for the state and a 
like amount to be distributed 
among St. Louis and the coun- 
ties. 


Under this estimate, the state’s | 


share for distribution in St: 
Louis would be $180,000 a year 
and in St. Louis county $28,000 a 
year. 

Gov. Dalton pointed out that 
St. Louis county and eight other 
eounties now are paying the full 
costs of their surplus commodity 
distribution programs for jobless 
and needy persons. 

“If nine counties can finance 


their own programs, I wa tc | 
know whether other counties can | 
pay for their own programms with. | 


out contributions from the 5/ate.”’ 
Dalton said. 

He remarked that St. Louisans 
are now receiving about $22,000.,- 
in state and federal funds 
for old-age pensions, aid to de- 
pendent children and other relief 
programs. 

In Southern Missouri. 

The Missouri* counties now 
paying the entire cost of the dis- 
tribution programs, in addition 
to St. Louis county, are Stod- 
dard, Scott, Butler, Mississippi, 


“New Madrid, Pemiscot Dunklin 


and Washington, all in southeast 
Missouri. 

In St. Louis, Comptroller John 
H. Poelker sai a procedure for 
certification of applicants for par- 
ticipation in the city’s surplus 
foods program would be set up 
next week. 

Poelker, who is in charge of 
developing the program, said he 
probably will ask the Board of 
Education to make available 
classroom space, in public 
schools where applicants may 
sign up for surplus food. 

Failure to find a_ suitable 
warehouse has stalled the pro- 
gram temporarily. Poelker had 
hoped to announce a site by to- 
day. Now, he said, it probably 
will be Monday morning before 
a decision can be made. 

The Health and Welfare Coun- 
cil of Metropolitan St. Louis will 
recruit volunteers to help take 
applications and certify eligible 
persons. 

Free Transportation. 

Public Service Co. yesterday 
offered to provide free transpor- 
tation to persons going to and 
from the distribution center to 
pick up food, once the program 
begins. The bus company pro- 
vided such service for a time in 
1958 when the city operated a 
surplus foods program. 

In a letter to Poelker, John C.

Members of the 
St. Louis Board of Education 
and city officials, including May- 
or Raymond R. Tucker, alsa 
attended. 


In the last several decades, 
general characteristics of the 
population: in central metropoli- 
tan areas have changed through 
arrival of large groups of under- 
privileged persons and persons 
from rural areas, and the re- 
sultant exodus of higher income 
groups to the suburbs, Havig- 
hurst said 

Social, Civic Problems. 


This population change has re- 
sulted in a number of serious 
eocial and civic problems, and is 
creating an increasingly strati- 
fied society in which there are 
fewer and fewer contacts among 
different income and racial 
groups, he said. 

Although recognizing the ef 
forts of other official and pri- 


vate bodies to 
trend, Havighurst pointed to the 
schools as the best agency for 
re-establishing the ‘“‘democrat 
ic’’ relationships among groups 

Educators, he said, must adopt 
a different view of their educa 
tional system and proyide great 
er vocational and_ technical 
training courses for those under- 
privileged or uninterested stu- 
dents whoa are now being 
“forced without success through 
an academic grammar school 
education 

“About 15 per cent of 
dents now in school have shown 
by the time they are 14 
old that they are un

Conversing With Canada 


When Prime Minister Diefenbaker and 
President Kennedy meet Monday, the prob- 
lems they have to discuss will be intérchange- 
able. Canada and the United States alike 
confront a deficit in international payments 
and rising unemployment. Both countries pro- 
pose as a major remedy an increase in their 
exports. Each is the other's best customer, 
and more commerce crosses their common 
boundary than any other border on the globe. 
It seems reasonable that they could solve 
their problems better by working together 
than by working at cross-pueposes. The ques- 
tion is: How? 

Ideally, the answer would be for the goods 
and services of each country to move freely 
to the other, subject only to the competitive 
forces of the market. Former Secretary of 
Defense McElroy made a proposal along those 
lines to the Toronto Board of Trade a few 
days ago. Im actual practice, it’ is aln 
irresistibly tempting for each country to in- 
crease its protectionism against the other 
simultaneously with seeking increased ex- 
ports to it, and that is what has been hap- 
pening. 


Ost 


Existing trade barriers have been height- 
ened in the past few months and further pro- 
posals to the same effect are under considera- 
tion. The United States Customs Bureau has 
raised the assessment on many products 
shipped by Canadian subsidiaries to their 
parent companies in this country. Canada 
has raised the duty. valuations on American 
automobiles. The one really bright spot cur- 
rently in Canadian-U.S. joint effort at devel- 
opment of their common resources is the 
Columbia River treaty which Prime Minister 
Diefenbaker and former President Eisen- 
hower signed last month. But the expertise 
it took to achieve that tremendous objective 
has not yet been carried over into other areas. 

If the conversations between Mr. Diefen- 
baker and Mr. Kennedy are to be productive, 
there will have 40 be a disposition on the part 
of each country to give as well as get. And 
as a very important corollary, the United 
States may easily have to go somewhat farther 
than half way, for the simple reason that 
Canada depends much more on its trade with 
this country than is the case the other way 
around. 

. . e 

This is not to suggest that some quo should 
not be realized from Canada in return for the 
United States’ quid. Existing Canadian _ bar- 
riers to United States trade should be low- 
ered or removed. Ottawa could hardly expect 
the privilege of freer trade with its neighbor 

on any other terms. 

At the same time, this country must react 
sympathetically to the Canadian need to in- 
crease its exports of crude petroleum and 
natural gas on our side of the border, to hold 
onto its world markets for wheat without con- 
tinued interference from our handling of our 
own surplus, and to develop United States 
markets for finished products instead of being 
restricted largely to the supplying of raw 
materials for our industries. The alternative 
will be a mounting economic. nationalism in 
Canada which in the long run will not be good 
for either country. 

So we hope that when the Prime Minister 
and the President talk it will be with hard- 
headed practicality and of specifics in which 
the two countries can begin to narrow’ the 
divisions that for some years now have been 
widening between them. We need a pros- 
perous Canada as we need a prosperous 
United States, and in the perspective of his- 
tory they may turn out to have been much 


_ the same thing. 


More Judges Are Needed 


Some Republicans are talking in Capitol 
Hill cloakrooms against President Kennedy's 
appeal for 59 new judgeships. They are re- 
luctant to let him make appointments which 
President Eisenhower was not allowed to 
make. This is carrying partisanship and pa- 
tronage beyond all bounds. 

More judges are needed because the fed- 
eral courts are shockingly far behind their 
work. In some jurisdictions it now takes four 
years to bring a case to trial. Surely this is 
an example of justice delayed being justice 
denied. Putting more men on the bench 
should not be regarded from the viewpoint 
of petty advantage. As a matter of fact. the 
task of finding at one time 59 men of ade- 
quate experience and qualification might be 
one which the President would prefer to 
avoid did it not involve the constitutional 
guarantee of prompt justice. 

Chief Justice Warren, President Eisen- 
hower, the Judicial Conference, the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Judiciary Commit- 
tees of the Senate and the House for years 
have been pointing to the need. It is high 
time for Congress to act so that there may 
be a clearing of the dockets. 


Taking Up Air Safety 

Some answers to the question of what can 
be done to make the nation’s airways safer 
are to be- expected from the Senate Aviation 
Subcommittee hearing next week. The hear- 
ing, which is to be presided over by Senator 
Monroney, father of the Federal Aviation 
Agency, will center on the New York City 
midair collision of last Dec. 16 and general 
air safety. 

It may be found necessary for the govern- 
ment to impose restrictions on the number 
of plane flights, or otherwise -adjust air line 
schedules at major cities so plane arrivals 
and departures are spaced out. If the 
opinions of some of the most responsible 
men in aviation are not to be discounted, 
temporary measures must be put in effect 
until new safety devices, which are from 
two to seven years in the offing, are per- 
fected and can be installed. Such groups as 
the Air Line Pilots Association and the 
Cornell-Guggenheim Aviation Safety Center, 
and such men as the present and former FAA 
heads, Najeeb Halaby and Elwood Quesada, 
emphasized long before the New York dis- 
aster that air traffic control and navigation 
devices were several years behind the planes 
that fly the airways. 

Past. neglect has piled up a staggering 
burden. Federal money for air control facil- 
ities dropped from $30,000,000 in 1950 to 
$3,000,000 in 1955 while landings and take-

. Offs at the major airports increased’ by 25 


per cent. The Grand Canyon crash in 1956 
was followed by a jump to $75,000,000 in 
1957 and more than $100,000,000 each year 


‘since then. Yet the ALPA reported last fall 


# that only 14 per cent of the nation’s 170 


‘largest airports had the surveillance radar 
that was needed and some of these airports 
had other serious deficiencies. The speed and 
the density of air traffic have created prob- 
lems that sometimes are too much for even 
the latest electronic devices. 

Three-dimensional radar, an automatic land- 
ing system, a data computer of gréater capac- 
ity and collision devices that warn and then 
select a safe course offer hope for the future. 
It is up to the Senate Aviation Subcommitee, 
the FAA and the Civil Aeronautics Board to 
chart what must be done right now to make 
the airways safer. 


An Example for Congress 

In essentials, President Kennedy is still 
holding to his decision for a rather mild anti- 
recession program during the first quarter 


of 1961, subject to drastic revision if no up- 


turn has begun by April. But the great em- 
phasis he again gave to economic policy at 
his news conference this week should be 
taken as a warning by Congress. It is nothing 
short of irresponsible negligence to go on 
quibbling over what to call the present eco- 
nomic situation instead of enacting promptly 
the measures he has asked to improve it. 

Recession or not, the situation is filled with 
danger. When there are five and a half mil- 
lion unemployed it is reckless to bet that 
merely waiting for an upturn will solve the 
problem. While waiting for something to turn 
up, the country might find that cumulative 
pressures had been set in motion which would 
make recovery much harder to spark in April 
than it is today. 

Not all of the President’s legislative pro- 
gram would get into action at once. Aid to 
distressed areas, for example, would take 
time to organize and so may not classify for 
an emergency measure bearing upon the im- 
mediate situation. But displaying a resolute 
will to act for recovery is important in itself. 
Congress needs to match the President’s de- 
termination in this respect. The distressed 
area problem is of long standing. Further 
delay in coping with it would be indefensible. 
By acting now, Congress can perhaps obviate 
the necessity for taking more radical action 
later. 

Other parts of the Kennedy program are 
clearly of an emergency nature and should be 
treated as such. The extension of unemploy- 
ment payments for those who have exhausted 
benefits could go into action within 15 days, 
Assistant Secretary of Labor James J. Reyn- 
olds told a St. Louis audience, and would 
pump up to 900 millions of purchasing power 
into the economy at a time of maximum need, 
Increase of social security benefits would act 
in the same way. 

It is time for Congress to drop the busi- 
ness-as-usual mood and get to work in a spirit 
of urgency. By ordering a speedup in tax 
refunds and postoffice construction, calling 
for faster highway and defense expenditures, 
and invoking other uses of executive power, 
Mr. Kennedy sets a vigorous example which 
Congress ought to follow. Action now, and 
above all the display of a courageous willing- 
ness to act, could make sure that the upturn 
everybody hopes for will materialize. 


Advance for. Missouri/ 


The Missouri House has advanced a con- 
stitutional amendment to allow Governors 
to succeed themselves and to separate state 
from national elections, Probably no other 
single reform would do more to provide Mis- 
souri with effective executive leadership and 
with proper public attention to state issues 
and candidates. In particular, the one-term 
limit on Governors curbs their influence and 
authority in the latter half of their terms. 

While the House has not finally passed the 
measure, it received 10 more votes than 
would be needed for passage. Most members 
obviously recognize the anomaly of the 140- 
year-old restriction on state executives. If the 
legislators accept the amendment, the people 
can congratulate them’properly at the polls 
by voting to add it to the State Constitution. 


Marking Time on Transit 


It is hard to blame the Bi-State Develop- 
ment Agency for the caution it is exhibiting 
toward owning an area-wide transit system. 
Bi-State has had very little operating experi- 
ence, and the transit plan no doubt looks 
overpowering. So it was not unexpected that 
the agency has decided to wait for a look at 
Public Service Co.’s ideas. 

But we suspect this is merely postponing 
the inevitable. The general outline to which 
the Public Service Co. plan will conform al- 
ready has been made public. The company 
is willing to buy controlling interest in the 
14 other transit systems on either side of 
the river in return for being relieved of all 
local taxes. Most of the tax money to be 
saved would come out of the coffers of the 
St. Louis city treasury. Mayor Tucker re- 
jected the concept of tax relief when the 
company offered a more limited plan for a 
city-county system; indeed he intended to 
retain the equivalent of local taxes even 
under municipal ownership. If St. Louis won't 
agree to give up its gross receipts and other 
taxes on transit, the company’s plan would 
appear to be impotent. 

Bi-State says it intends to use the time 
between now and the unveiling of Public 
Service’s plan for detailed study of the pro- 
posal that it assume responsibility for meet- 
ing the metropolitan area’s transit needs. 
It also ought to be seeking Mayor Tucker’s 
support. Sooner or later some public agency 
is going to have to rescue the transit opera- 
tion. Since Bi-State is the only public body 
with area-wide jurisdiction, it ought to be 
preparing to meet its responsibilities as soon 
as it is clear nobody else can. 


Caroline for President 


There is not much doubt that the photo- - 


genic Caroline Kennedy, age three, is destined 
to become one of the*best-known little people 
‘in the United States. Caroline is: the most 
exciting thing to hit the photographic industry 
since the Dionne quintuplets. It now seems 
routine for the gloomy Congo news to be 
countered daily by some amusing morsel of 
Caroliniana. There are already a number of 
humorous stories about how Caroline counsels 
her father on affairs of state and harasses 
him as he converses on the telephone with 
the mighty, here and abroad. We doubt 
whether the Democratic party realized last 


year what a golden asset it had. No matter- 


what ‘sort. of President the fathe® becomes, 
turning Caroline out of the White House is 
simply unthinkable,

Why Aid for Teachers’ Salaries? 


Michigan Senator States Case for Federal Help for Them as Well as for Schools 


Senator Pat McNamara in 
the Journal of the 
National Education Association 


Most Americans — including leaders 
of the two major political parties — 
appear to agree that: 

1. Quality education is necessary for 
the continued growth and security of 
the United States. 

2. Quality teachers are the heart of 


“quality education. 


3. To attract and retain quality 
teachers, we must pay higher salaries. 

4. Some new form of national finan- 
cial support is necessary if teachers 
are to be paid pro- 
fessional salaries. 

At this point the 
specter of federal 
control enters the 
picture. A few peo- 
ple maintain that 
if federal money 
goes toward the 
payment of teachers’ salaries, the Fed- 
eral Government will control our pub- 
lic schools. So these people say, 
‘“‘Let’s have federal support for school 
construction only.” 


I believe this liné of reasoning to be 
misleading for two reasons: 

First, our history shows that for 
many years we have had federal sup- 
port for our schools, including federal 
money for teachers’ salaries, without 
federal control. 

Second, money appropriated for 
school construction only would not re- 
sult either directly or indirectly in 
any substantial improvement in teach- 
ers’ salaries. 

For generations, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has made money available 
for the payment of teachers’ salaries 
in ceftain public schools and colleges. 

Perhaps the most outstanding exame 
ple of these programs is tha smoothly 
operating. Public Law 874, which pro- 
vides federal funds.for the operation 
and maintenance of schools in federal- 
ly impacted areas. Funds allotted for 
this purpose can be used for teachers’ 
salaries by the local school districts 
if they so choose, 

In the fiscal year closing June 1959, 
a total of 3762 school districts re- 
ceived funds under this act. School 
enrollment in these districts totaled 
9,900,000 pupils, or about one fourth of 
all pupils attending public elementary 
and secondary schools in the nation. 
In other words, the teachers .of one 
fourth of our nation’s children are now 
receiving a salary supplement from 
federal funds. 

Robert I. Sperber of the Westfield 
(N.J.) public schools made a careful 
study in 1956 of a sample of school 
superintendents who had been adminis-

trators of funds under Public Law 874. 
He reported that 99 per cent of the 
school ‘superintendents stated that the 
provision of PL 874 which prohibited 
“any direction, supervision, or control 
over the personnel, curriculum, or pro- 
gram of instruction of any school sys- 
tem’? had been completely complied 
with by officials of the United States 
Government. 

Another example: Since 1862, the 
Land Grant Act has provided money 
to help finance faculty salaries at land 
grant colleges, If federal control were 
a hazard in granting federal money 
for salaries, there should be some evi- 
dence of contfol here during the past 
99 years, Isthere any? No. 

One of the basic fallacies in the ar- 
gument that funds for construction will 
“release’’ money for salaries is the 
assumption that all states have money 
that can be released for teachers’ sal- 
aries. This is just.not the case in 
many of our states. 

The argument also assumés that all 
states and school districts either have 
substantial school construction: needs 
or heavy debt loads for past. school 
construction. This ig a false assump- 
tion with regard to many states and 
school districts which have been 
“starving” their teachers while they 
force-fed their construction budgets. 
In all too many instances the need for 
increases in salaries is often greatest 
in those states and districts with the 
least need for more construction. 

Another reason a construction-only 
bill wouldn’t increase teachers’ sal- 
aries: Approximately 18 states have 
a millage limit, either constitutional 
or statutory, on the amount local dis- 
tricts can levy for current operating 
expenses, which is where all salary 
funds come from. If the Federal Gov- 
ernment contributed money for local 
building construction, which is a capi- 


tal expense, the money “released” 
could not be used for salaries in those 
states unless they changed their state 
constitutions or state laws. 

Transfer of money from capital 
funds to current ‘operating expenses 
would be just as unlikely in the ap- 
proximately 2050 fiscally dependent 
school districts in this country, which 
employ about one fifth of our nation’s 
teachers. These districts include many 
of our big cities. Capital funds—con- 
struction money—for these schools are 
buried in the total capital funds for 
municipalities or counties. — 

Therefore, money paid by the Fed- 
eral. Government into these funds 
might ‘‘free’’ money for. other munici- 
pal or county capital outlays such as 
streets, sewers, firehouses. It is wish- 
ful thinking to contend that money 
from this general capital fund would 
find its way to the current operating 
fund and would eventually be used to 
increase teachers’ salaries. 

Finally,.in singling out school ‘con- 
struction as the only aspect of the 
school program for which funds. can 
be spent, especially if they mijst be 
matched by local or. state funds, the 
Congress would be denying state and 
local school systems discretion ia de- 
termining for themselves their great- 
est need for additional expenditures. 

Siich a proposal could also.cause 
some states or local systems td over- 
allocate money for constructiej (in 
order to be eligible for federal funds) 
and thereby divert money that «might 
better be spent on salaries. ~~ 

In effect, a school construction. bill 
would actually exercise-an element of 
federal control over local ‘school 
boards while a freedom-of-choice bill 
providing funds for teachers’ salaries 
and/or school construction would en- 
able the boards @ have greatéf:con- 
trol over their school programs; 

Therefore, I believe in the principle 
of national financial support. for 
teachers’ salaries and/or schodl]*con- 
struction. Under such a plan,State 
and local school systems should be 
given the freedom to make the de- 
cisions about how much money ghould 
be used for increasing teachers’ sal- 
aries, how much for hiring additional 
teachers, and how much for conStruct- 
ing classrooms. Such a bill -would 
really strengthen state and loca] con- 
trol of education,

She was the daughter 
of the late Oscar Gerhard, op 
erator of a plumbing supply com- 
pany, Her. uncle, Julius W. Ger- 
hard, founded the old Southern 
Acid and Sulphur Co. 

Listed in the inventory were

New Realty 
Trust Law 
No Bonanza 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Real 
esate finance leaders warned 
last week against a ‘‘get rich 
quick’’ philosophy in the opera- 
tion of the new real estate in- 
vestment trust program author- 
ized by Congress. 

That note of caution came 
from officers of the newly- 
formed National Association of 
Real Estate Investment Funds, 
following two days of member- 
ship meetings and conferences 
with officials of the treasury de- 
partment and the Securities & 
Exchange Commission. 

Joseph W. Lund of Boston, 
president of the trade associa- 
tion, said a number of major 
problems confront small indi- 
vidual investors as well as large 
investment groups seeking to 
Operate under the new law, 
which became effective Jan. 1. 
The legislation grants to quali- 
fied real estate investment trusts 
the same tax benefits that have 

been available to other 
types of investment funds, such 


as mutual funds investing in § 


securities. 

Lund gaid that Internal Rev- 
enue Service officials expect to 
publish the new regulations gov- 
erning the real estate program 
within the next week or ten days 
end that the Securities & Ex- 
change Commission expects to 
issue its new registration forms 
for real estate investment trusts 
im about the same time.

“It is very clear at this point,” 
Lund said, “that both the In- 
ternal Revenue Service and the 
SEC intend to exercise the ut- 
most severity in establishing the 
rules under which these invest- 
ment trusts will operate.

the maximum protection for the 
hundreds of thousands of small 
investors who will be given an 
opportunity through this pro- 
gram to participate in major 
real estate investment. 

“We share that concern. It is 
eur earnest desire that the regu- 


lations be so drafted and en- 


forced as to close any possible 
loopholes=that might lead to 
gpeculative abuses in this pro- 
gram,” Lund said. 

“However, we are also con- 
eerned that the rules are not so 
drawn as to be unworkable and 
thus defeat their purpose.” 

Lund said officials of both the 
Treasury and the SEC assured 
him of their intention of com- 
bining full public protection with 
workability in their regulatory 
actions. 

Lund said members represent- 
ing major real estate investment 
interests in 10 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia attend the two- 
day Association meeting here 
and reviewed thoroughly indus- 
try ls for investment 
trust regulation under the new 
law.

2 Days 
| Used to Rate 
i Insulation 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—A new 
method has been devised to low- 
er heating costs through im- 
proved insulation to the end, that 
more lower and middle income 
families might purchase FHA- 
insured homes. The formula has 
been developed by the National 
Association of Home Builders 
and the National Mineral Wool 
Association. It is based on the 
Federal Housing Administra- 
tion’s policy of encouraging 
builders to use materials and 
equipment that will reduce the 
home owner’s monthly expense 
of maintenance. 

Full details and technical ex- 
planations of the new develop- 
ment—a simple Heating Index— 
are contained in an article by 
Milton W. Smithman, NAHB 
Technical Director, in the Jan- 
uary issue of the Journal of 
Homebuilding, official NAHB 
magazine. 

By means of the Heating In- 
dex it is now possible to illus- 
trate how additional insulation 
effects changes in FHA’s esti- 
mate of Prospective Monthly 
Holsing Expense and the rating 

the buyer’s ability to pay. 

Technically Correct. 

Commenting on Heating Index, 
W. Beverley Mason Jr., FHA 
assistant commissioner for tech- 
nical standards, said: ‘“‘FHA has 
followed with great interest the 
work of the NAHB Industry Com- 
mittee in its development of the 
idea of a thermal index for use 
in determining more efficient 
economical use of house insula- 
tion. 

Mason added: ‘‘We have found 
the index and its proposed appli- 
cation to be technically correct, 
and believe it will be most help- 
ful to builders and FHA insuring 
office personnel in deciding on 
insulation specifications that will 
give the home buyer the most 
for his money.” 

The Heating Index is the key 
to simplified figuring of the 
amount by which better insula- 
tion can reduce monthly housing 
expense. It combines in one fig- 
ure the variables of heating de- 
gree days, cost of combustion 
fuel, and the efficiency of the 
heating equipment. 

Essentially, this is the way the 
Heating Index works: 

Let’s compare two 1200 square 
foot houses in a city where 6000 
heating degree days prevail and 


fuel costs 10 cents per 100,000

For one thing, the webbing is colorful; it comes in tur- 
quoise, green and white. So the fence can be an attractive 
screen along your property line in the back yard, on a side 
lawn with a street view, on a terrace, around a pool or 
around utility sections used for clothes drying or refuse cans. 
Moreover, the webbing is translucent, giving your privacy but 
also permitting light diffusion. And the material has high 
elasticity and a tendency to tighten in use so it remains taut 
and does not sag. 


SPRAY FOR RUST: A new chemical, first used to protect 
missiles against rust and corrosion, now is available for house- 
hold use. It comes in a spray can, is easy to apply and it 
displaces water from the structure of any treated surface, 
forming a protective film that has a lubricant action as well. 
You can use it on tools, appliances, lawn mowers, fishing 
tackle and anything else made of metal and subject to rust- 
ing. It will also prevent corrosion on car batteries and bat- 
tery mountings and will keep door locks working smoothly.

WINCHESTER, Mass., 
Feb. 17 (UPI). 

THERE IS an ancient house, 
high on a snowy hill, where four 
women lived together alone— 
alone, except for a dream. Their 
dream was the dance on ice that 
is figure skating. Now there is 
one woman. She is nearing 81. 
For her the dream is ended. 

It ended with the searing news 
from Brussels that her talented 
daughter and two talented grand- 
daughters had died in the crash 
of a plane. 

This town has had three he- 
roes. It is the home of Joe Belli- 
no, the great Navy halfback, 
and of Massachusetts Gov. John 
A. Volpe. And until the crash 
Wednesday, it was the home of 
a composite hero—the Owen 
family of champion skaters. 

Out at first light of dawn to 
its 5000 subscribers went the 
weekly Winchester Star by mail. 
Its lean, bespectacled editor, 
James H. Penaligan, had started 
the presses rolling Wednesday 
night after pecking out a story 
on the most painful deadline of 
his career. It started out: 

“All Winchester was deeply 
shocked and heartsick Wednes- 
day morning when radio news 
was flashed to this country of 
the tragic deaths in a plane 
crash at Brussels, Belgium of 
Laurence and Maribel Owen, in- 
ternationally known figure skat- 
ers, and their mother, Mrs. Mari- 
bel Vinson Owen. The Owen 
home is at 195 High street, where 
the . 80-year-old Mrs. Gertrude 
Vinson remained with such high 
Pe 

When the gold hands of the 
black-faced clock in the gray 
steeple of the First Congrega- 
tional Church reached 4:05 
o’clock Wednesday morning, 
most of the 19,776 residents of 
the town of Winchester were 
asleep. The town has 4684 homes 
—mostly substantial, two-story, 
one-family dwellings with yards 
and shrubs and with snow drift- 
ed high at the white picket 
fences. The town center is 10 
miles northwest of Boston. 

But when the sun fired church 
spires shortly after 6 a.m., the 
tragedy began reaching the wak- 
ing town by radio and-TV. The 
last bell at Winchester Senior 
High School is at 8:10 a.m. An 
honor - student senior at that 
school was Miss Laurence (pro- 
nounced Lo-rahns because of her 
French ancestors) Roche Owen, 
United States and North Ameri- 
can ladies figure skating cham- 
pion, Olympic top-bet hope—and 
only 16 years old. 

What the students noticed 
when they arrived at school was 


the unusual] quiet. The hallways . 


were still. There were red eyes 
and puffy faces. Two teachers 
were crying. Laurie Owen tried 
to get up and skate every day 
from 5:30 a.m. until schooltime. 
Most everybody by now, at 
school, knew she would not be 
back. 

When classes began, Principal 
W. Howard Niblock got on the 
public address system: “I am 
sure that all of you by this time 
are aware of the air crash.... 
‘The skating world lost some out- 
standing skaters, but we lost a 
fine friend. 

. “Tf there was a happy note for 
Laurence in this tragedy, it was 
that her death came at her mo- 
ment of greatest triumph—her 
victory in the North American 
championships (at Philadelphia 
last Sunday.) Words are hollow 
things at a time like this. May 
we all bow our heads in a mo- 
ment of silence, and our prayers 


will. speak of our sorrow. 


Amen:”’ 

Some of the girl students 
broke down crying during the 
principal's talk. Laurie Owen, a 
slip of a girl with a flashing 
smile buoyant Mh cttvng had 
been a brilliant but humble per- 
sonality.

Down the locker-lined third- 
floor hall to Room 304 trooped 
the junior English class.

Last 
year, Laurie Owen had proved 
one of the most promising 
pupils Miss White had ever 
had. She had written two poems 
which the teacher intended 
entering for a national an- 
thology. 


Miss White fished in a folder 
and brought out a piece of light- 
green ruled paper inked with 
delicate handwriting. She _ told 
the class she would read a poem 
that Laurie wrote. that showed 
what kind of girl she was more 
than anything that could be said 
about her. She started to read, 
but the words wouldn't come 
She couldn't even say the title 
If she had read it, this is the 
way it would have gone: 

The Awakening 
Softly,

Miss White, a Roman Catholic, 
spent the afternoon in church 
“I thought that was the best 
thing to do.

The American flag in front of 
the three-story, colonial brick 
school came down to half staff. 
So did the flags at the town 
square, the fire house, and on 
the clock tower of the red brick, 
1887 town hall. 

Winchester is in rolling, hilly 
country. The community first 
was called Charlestown Village, 
then Waterfield, and then, in 
1850, the town of Winchester was 
established. But the home where 
“Grammy”. Vinson lives — and 
where her champion daughter 
and granddaughters lived—was 
built in 1812. 


The Boston and Maine Rail- 
road runs north and_= south 
through town on elevated tracks 
and roughly paralleling it is the 
Aberjona river, flowing south 
to the Mystic lakes. About two 
miles west of the town center, 
near the Marycliff Academy, the 
Vinson home stands—white clap- 
board - front, red brick sides, 
four huge red brick chimneys, 
two stories, green shutters. The 
Vinsons ce owned the sur- 
rounding farmland. 

There are plank floors in- 
side, and the place is filled 
with the trophies of skaters. 
Mrs. Maribel Vinson Owen, 49 
—‘Mummy” to the two girls 
—was born in Winchester. She 
won the United States figure 
skating championship nine 
times and was a member of 
three Olympic teams. She mar- 
ried Guy Owen, a former Ca- 
nadian champion, in 1938 in 
Winchester. He died in 1952. 

Her older daughter, Maribel 

(litthe Maribel and big Maribel, 
they were called), 20, and her 
skating partner Dudley Rich- 
ards, 28, of Boston, who also was 
killed in the crash, had won the 
national senior pairs title in Jan- 
uary. Little Maribel dreamed of 
teaching after finishing Boston 
University this June. 

‘Gee, the kids were fine kids,” 
said Editor Penaligan, in his 
office at the rear of a stationery 
store. ‘‘Nobody ever had a word 
to say against them. They were 
good with their books. Their 
grandfather, old Tom Vinson, 
was a state representative from 
the Beacon Hill district. 

“They were a skating family. 
Old Tom used to put the skates 
on.”’ 

Mrs. Vinson, who will be 1 
in July, still puts the skates on. 
She was reported to be doing 
remarkably well, under sedation.

Bothersome Noises 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I started losing my hearing when 
a teen-ager. I had head colds one right after another, with 
mo medical attention. 

At first it was just head noises. I still have them bad, 
yet the doctors say hearing nerves are dead. An operation 
would do no good, they say. If it weren't for the constant 
hissing and roaring, deafness wouldn't be so bad, Why not 
try transplanting nerves? S.W. 

Where the auditory nerve itself is intact, there are 
operations, impossible until the last few years, which 
restore hearing even though hearing aids were of 
little or no benefit. In such cases, it is a matter of 
letting sound wayes reach the delicate inner portion 
of the ear. 

Where the nerve itself is dead or too severely 
damaged, we stil] have no recourse. Scientists are 
trying to find a solution to this very problem, but 
not much is being said or printed about it. A very 
good reason for this rélative silence is that it is unfair 
to raise false hopes. 

Experiments have been conducted with animals resulting 
in turning sound into electric current and feeding it to the 
auditory system, picking up the impulses a bit farther along, 
and translating it back into sound again. It cannot, now, do 
anything for those who have lost their hearing. It may 
take many years before practical benefits are obtained. 

NOTE TO B. N.: There is such a thing as “‘cat scratch 
fever,” which is just exactly what it sounds like: a fever 
sometimes caused by a cat’s scratch.

Cramming Isn't the Al nswer

TWELFTH OF A SERIES 
TODAY WE ARE GOING to 
outline a plan that will help you 
get better grades on examina- 
ions. 

First, let's look at a sad scene. 

Place: College dormitory 
Time: The eve of semester 
exams. 

Glassy - eyed, hollow - cheeked 
youths sit staring at books and 
notes amid coffee cups, cigarette 
butts and sandwich scraps, trying 

to learn in a single night what 
they should have been learning 
in the past four and one-half 
months... . 

From their early days of high 
school to their jast days of col- 
lege, American students gear 

their study habits to the cram 
session. The idea is to skim 
the surface from day to day 
and catch up with a one-night 
blaze of intellectualism. 

But the blaze somehow is 
never quite that hot. 

Harold was a student at State 
College. He lived in a fraternity 
house. In each part of his daily 
study he had in the back of his 
mind that morbidly pleasant so- 
cial event at the fraternity house 
on the night before examinations 

This led him unerringly to a 
“C” average balanced precari- 
ously-on the brink of ‘‘D 

We suggested that he Pet off 
the cram system and start a pro- 
gram of systematic study. He 
tried it. At semester's end we 
asked him how he was doing 

He had made ‘‘A’s” in all his 
tests. 

“So—no more cramming?” 

* Harold smiled sheepishly. 
“Well, to tell the truth, I don’t 
cram any more, personally. But 
the guys at the fraternity house 


sort of expect a fellow to show up | 
so, l—er— | 
up with them all | 


at the cram sessions. 
well, I stay 
night.” 

We shook our head disapprov- 
ingly, but Harold added brightly: 


‘Anyway, I make better grades | 
than they do even though I do | 


lose all that sleep.”’ 

Your preparations for 
day should not be an effort to 
sponge up everything at once. 
They should be an organized re- 
view, over a period of several 
days, of what you have been 
sponging up (we hope) all along. 

Now we are going to suggest 
ways of doing this review. Since 
different types of exams require 
slightly different methods, we 
will deal with several types sepa- 
rately. 

Some courses, literature, for 
example, lean heavily to exams 
of the essay*type. In preparing 
for this type of exam try these 
steps. 

1. Review the big, general 
pattern of the subject to be 
covered. Do this by reading 
the table of contents of the 
textbook and ski--ming 

through the chapters, looking 
at paragraph headings and 
summaries. 

2. Go back through the table 
of contents, the chapter head- 
ings, and the summaries, ask- 
ing yourself the questions and 
answering them. Make a ques- 
tion about each item in the ta- 
ble of contents. Write out an- 
swers to the questions you feel 
are most likely to be asked on 
the test. 

3. Improve on your answers. 
Go over them with an eye for 
making them more exact. Go 
back over your lecture notes 
and the marginal notes in your 
book. 


Essay-type tests require con- 
siderable writing, so at this 


point we want to stress once 


more how important it is to learn 
the art of penmanship. The 
physical act of writing should not 
be such a labor that it forms a 
barrier to the easy, swift and pre- 
cise expression of the thought. 

Bill, a freshman at a large uni- 
versity, came to us holding a re- 
port card with a “‘B” in English 
like a dead toad on the end of a 
stick. He was on the track team 
and, thanks to a sensible coach, 
had developed his legs pretty 
well. But somehow no sensible 
teacher had ever thought of 
teaching him to develop the fin- 
gers that held his pen. 

We readied Bill for the next 
English exam by having him 
write a short paragraph over 
and over again for about 20 
minutes each day. In four days 
his penmanship improved

Connect the 
author's name with each char 
acter and each situation 

Thus: “Shakespeare developed 
a real skinflint in his characte: 
of Shylock in the Merchant of 
Venice 

Associate other characters in 
the play with Shylock. Study 
their effects on him and his on 
them 

Remember, the more svstem 
atically you tie things together 
in your mind, the easier it is to 
recall them when you need 
them on examination da\

Many astrono- 
mers believe that these objects 
are parts of a planet that was 
broken to pieces ages ago. 

It is believed that many thou- 
sands of asteroids exist. Up to 
the present, however, only about 
2000 have become well known, 
after being located by photo- 
graphs and having their orbits 
figured. Measurements indicate 
that asteroids range from a di- 
ameter of 480 miles down to less 
than one mile, .

If that 
is correct, there never was a 
closer approach of an asteroid 
to the earth.
